C. P. R. between Railway Avenu 
hand the railway, and faeing Mi 
Geo. Lloyd’s livery barn. Ti

ENGLAND'S FIRMNESS 


Crete, which 
might cause Europe to be Split Up 
Anew, England has Intervened with 
a Firm Hand, and Trouble Has 
Now Been Averted—-Kaiser’s Plans 
Balked by British Foreign Office. 

London.—England has played a lone 
haud in the game of world politics 
against a poweriul if unavoided coali- 
tion, and as the result of her firmness 


anu activity the Gispute over Crete 
in reality is no more than an excuse 
ior startiing prejects which mignt 


split Europe up anew. The postpone- 
ment of the Greek national assembly 
announced from Athens, to the end 
of the year, is a splendid triumph for 
England. 

Setung out with the object of balk- 
ing the kaiser’s aims in the near east, 
the british foreign office has played 
iis carus so well tnat it was learned 
on credible authority, France, Italy 
and Russia are ready to stand by her. 

The probable outcome of the entire 
situation may be nothing short of the 
complete realignment of the affilia- 
tions of the powers, and the dissolu- 
tion of the triple alliance. Germany is 
credited in diplomatic circles with a 
strong hold and avid desires on Tur- 
key. Every move of the kaiser has 
borne out this impression. With him 
is Austria, whose future ruler, Franz 


Ferdinand, to the kaiser’s interven- 
tion owes his chance to mount the 
throne he once renounced. 


Italy, the other member of the triple 
alliance, has shown strong signs of 
lack of sympathy, of which the recent 
meeting of the ezar and King Victor 
Emmanuel wes not least. That had 
for its object the laying of plans to 
thwart Austria’s near eastern designs, 
though Austria is Italy’s ally in the 
trinle compact. 

While Russia end Italy have taken 
a stand inimical to the Teutonic pow- 
ers, France, Russia's ally, has dropped 
into line. But England, quietly en- 
gineering the Greek-Turkish situation 
to suit her own en’s, has gone ahead 


on her own initiative. Sir Edward 
Grey, foreign secretary, has kept a 
close wretch on the situation. and it 


was rsserted that he wes hehind the 
setivities of Sir Francis Elliott, Brit- 
ish minister to Greece, in the latter's 
efforts to turn the symnethy of King 
George from the national assembly, 
which move has aroused much ani- 
mosity in Athens, 

Prominent statesmen declare that 
the reoerunstion of Crete was onlv a 
matter of time, but whatever develon- 
ments there might he, England had 
thoronghly worsted Germany in the 
silent game of internetional play.

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Tr. DOGS OF WAR, 


More Than a Mere Figure of Speech tn 
Remote Times. 

The “dogs os war’ js not a mere fig- 
ure of speech. In retnote titnes dogs 
were used for war purposes. Plutarch, 
and Pliny relate many instamces—i. e, 
of Agesilaus at the siege of Mantinca, 
of Cambyses in his expedition to Egypt, 
of the king of the Gero:nantians in re 
gaining his throne. Aeneas (600 B. C.) 
tells of dogs that carried Jetters im their 
collars; also the Cimbrians and Teutons 
kept dogs. These, however, were fight-, 
Ing dogs, justly dreaded by the Roman 
soldiers. 

The Roman military author Vegetius 
reports that dogs were used in the for- 
tified towers to make known by their 
barking the approach of the enemy and 

‘keep the garrisons awake; also dur- 
mg the middle ages war dogs were 
used for guarding camps and bulwarks, 
Scotch blucdhounds were specially re- 
puted for tracking escaped prisoners, 
They were also used for attacking the 
enemy’s cavalry, mutilating the borses 
with the prongs and hooks of their 
coats of mail. To these coats firepots 
were attached, which set the camps on 
fire. In the days of Granson and Mur- 
ten (1476) the battles started with a 
fight of Swiss dogs against Burgundian 
dogs, and at Murten the Burgundian 
dogs were dismembered by their ad- 
versaries from the Alps. It is said that 
Ber the discovery of America war 
@ogs slaughtered not less than 2,000 
Bndians, 

The employment of dogs for fighting 
purposes continued in modern times, 
Emperor Charles V. (1518-1556) re- 
ceived from England 4,000 dogs as 
subsidiary forces against France. At 
Valence French and Spamish dogs 
joined battle, in which the latter re 
mained victors. As late as in the sev- 
enteenth century war dogs were used 
as scouts against the Turks. In 1822 
an assault on the Acropolis of Athens 
by the Greeks was frustrated by dogs. 
The French employed dogs in Tunts 
against Arabian tribes. In Mexico in 
1864 the dogs of the Zaccateca volun- 
teer corps proved the most terrible ad- 
versaries of the Mexican guerrfilas 
until they were got rid of by patson, 
In the last Turko-Russian war (1877- 
1878) the Russians employed war dogs 
both in Europe and in Asia. The 
Austrians and Hollanders also used 
trained dogs successfully to protect 
themselves against being surprised by 
the enemy and to find their adver- 
saries in the impenetrable thickets, 

Today the dog is no longer employed 
as a fighter. He is trained to carry 
ammunition to the battlefield, to gnard 
the outposts, prevent skirmishers from 
stealing at too close range, forward 
letters and, finally, as a samaritan im 
finding the wounded after a battle.

When Japan Cleans House.

“You call this a housecleaning, Well, 
in Japan we'd call it nothing, We are 
required by law over there to have four 
housecleanings a year that are, indeed, 
housecleanings. Everything goes out 
in the street. Everything down to the 
bare walls must be taken from every 
Japanese house four times a year and 
set out upon the sidewalk; then all 
must be thoroughly cleaned, Last of 
all, government officials come and dis- 
infect and fumigate the cleaned dwell- 
ings and the cleaned possessions, Ja- 
pan is a strange sight on those four 
annual cleaning days. With all the fur- 
niture piled outside you'd think the 
Japanese lived in the streets instead of 
indoors,” 


How Macaroni Is Made. 

This ‘s bow macaroni is made: Te 
very glutinous wheat flour is added a 
plentiful supply of dried eggs. Mixed 
with water, this becomes a dough, 
which is so thickly kneaded as to be 
difficult to impress with the fingers. 
Then it is carried to a round press 
perforated with holes, through which 
the dough is pressed by means of @ 
heavy plate worked by a screw, The 
result is macaroni without holes in the 
sticks. Pipe macaroni is made through 
a similiar press, with the difference 
that a round piece of metal makes the 
central hole. As it issues in long, 
snaky ropes from tbe bottom of the 
) rass they are violently fanned to pre 
v _« them from sticking together and 
are afterward taken out into the opes 
and laid on long bamboo poles to dry. 
Two or three days’ exposure in the 
warm, sunny air of Italy makes the 


dough pipes hard and brittle and fit to 
uae tas tead.

More Railways Than Britain. 


The mileage of railways in actual | 


operation in Oanada uuring 1909, was 
increased 1,133, making 24,104 miles 
now in operation, exceeding the mile- 
age ot Great Britain and Ireland by 
1,000. 

Railway capital in Canada now 
amounts to 91,508,461,416, of whicn 
$647,534,647 is stocks and $60U,946,769 
is funded debt. ‘his is a total increase 
during the year oi $69,156,403. The 
number of passengers carried were 
32,653,309 as against 34,044,992 in 1903, 
the total passenger revenue being $45,- 
242,326, as compared with 346,554,153 
in lyus. ‘The carrying of 66,542,253 
tons of freight represented an in- 
crease of 3,:¢1,091, and the revenue, 
$95,714,783, was a gain of $1,965,127. 

There were 505 killed and 2,156 in- 
jured, on the railways. Thirty-six of 
the killed and 2st of tne injured dur- 
ing 1909 were passengers.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


{LESSON VII.—FIRST QUARTER, 
| FOR FEB. 13, 1910. 

- Text of the Lesson, Matt. vi. 19-34. 
Memory Verse, 24—Golden Text, 


by D. M. Stearns. 


Our Lord has been talking about re- 
(wards here in this present time from 
men, contrasted with rewards here- 
after in the kingdom, and now He con- 
trasts treasure on earth, which may 
‘perish or be stolen, with treasure in 
heaven, which endures torever, dura- 
| ble riches. If we lay up only for our- 
\ selves we may *become ricn in_ this 
worla, but not rich toward God (Luke 
xil, 19-21). We are everywhere warn- 
ea against the danger ot this world’s 
riches. ‘Labor not to be rich; “He 
that maketh naste to be rich shall not 
be innocent; “Trust not in uncertain 
riches, but in the living God’’ (Prov. 
xxiii. 4; xxviii. 20; I. Lim. vi. 9, 17). 
To the majority of people these are 
|foolish and impractical sayings, and a 
little hard cash is far more to them 
than the Living God. But our Lord is 
here speaking to believers, to whom 
it is also written in Col. iii, 2. “Set 
| your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.’’ Yet there are 
many in the pulpit as well as in the 
pews to whom dollars are more real 
than God. 

The eye affects the heart, and the 
heart walks after the eyes (Lam. iii, 
|51; Job xxxi, 7), so that unless we are 
{looking in the right direction we wili 
not walk in the right direction. We 
cannot serve God and gold, or God 
jend the world, or God and the devil, 
for all that is in the world—the lust 
Jof the flesh and the lust of the eyes 
jand the pride of life—is not of the 
| Father, but is of the world, and the 
|}whole world lieth in the wicked one 
j (1 John ii, 16; v. 19, R. V.). God is 
looking for those whose hearts are 
whole toward Him, which means that 
we must see no one but Jesus only (IT 
| Chron. xvi, 9). 
| Then neople say: “Prayer won't feed 
| vou; religion won't provide bread and 
butter. It is all very well to talk good. 
j but I’ve got to earn my living.” We 
}do not wonder to hear the world talk 
| so, for the world is blind and dead to 
}God and the things of God, but the 
| words of our lesson are for believers— 
the redeemed of the Lord. Do they 
{talk in reference to business as if the 
| Lord did not eare, as if all depended 
upon their own efforts and they must 
put forth every effort with all earnest- 
ness or they will never get on? Ask 
Christian business men and you will 
find that not a few will tell you that 
business cannot be done on Bible prin 
cinles, But there are those—and I per- 
sonally know some of them—in vari- 
ous lines of business who testify that, 
Matt. vi, 33, stands true even in busi- 
ness relations, and some of them can 
testify that even in the financial 
straits of the past two years they have 
not felt the hard times, Five times in 
the closing verses of our lesson we 
hear the admonition not to be anxious 
(verses 25, 27, 28, 31, 34, R. V.), and 
they are the words of Him who creat- 
ed ell things and upholds all things 
hv His power. He stoons from the 
things we cannot comprehend to talk 
to us of bir’s and flowers and on an- 
other occasion sneaks of even spar- 
rows, saying “Are not two sparrows 
sold for a farthing? And one of them 
shall not fall on the ground without 
vour Father’ (chapter x, 29). On that 
locersion, however, He was speaking 
(of His care of our bodies in preserving 
{them from death, while in this lesson 
| He is speaking of the food and _ rai- 
{ment essential to the health of these 
|mortal bodies. Apart from Him. in 
(whom we live and move and have 
jour being no amount of anxious care 
and toil on our part can obtain the 
| necessary food and raiment or pro- 
long our days. Does not He who gave 
us life care for it enough to prolong 
‘it as long as it pleaseth Him to co so, 
{and es to raiment, what father is he 
| who will not see that his children are 
| becomingly clothed? Do not miss the 
rrontrast hetween the clothing of the 
lilies of the field and the clothing of 
|Solomon, in all his glory. His, how- 
jever grand, was all put on, but the 
|lily’s beauty is part of itself, The 
(work within us is the chief thing—the 
ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, 
a heart right with God, is the great 
essential. Then He will surely care 
|for the minor matters, for He knoweth 
j}what things we have need of. The 
contrast between Jew and gentile in 
verse 32 brings before us all His won- 
drous care of Israel from the day that 
He brought them out of Egypt—the 
difference which He put in so many 
weys between His own people and 
the Eeyntians, and then all through 
the wilderness journey the food from 
heaven, the water from the rock, the 
pillar of cloud and fire and all His 
manifold mercies. He is the same un- 
changing Jesus, and He will not de 
less for His church, His own body 

We are here to give the gosnel to 
all end thus His kingdom by 
seeking ta comnlete His body in order 
that His kingdom mevy come. If we es 
| His redeemed make this our first busi- 
ness He will see to all our need, Let 
us obey Phil. iv. 6, and I Pet. v, 7, 
end we will surely prove His faith- 
fulness.

A LAND SALE IN BOLIVIA. 
Burvival of a Curious Old Ceremony 


Called “Feoffment.” 
Our remote ancestors did not sell 


land as it is sold nowadays, the seller | 


merely giving to the buyer an ac- 
knowledged deed of the premises. 


According to their customs, no land 
title could pass except by “transmuta- | 


tion of possession,” and this they ac- 
complished by a solemn ceremony, 
called by an old term a “feoffment.” 

The seller and the buyer went on 
the land together in the presence of 
witnesses, usually most of the village 
folks. The seller took ao tuft of grasa 
or a clod of earth and handed it to 
the buyer, declaring with a loud voice 
his intention to transfer to him the 
possession of the land in question. 

Centuries have elapsed since the 
English race has sold land in this 
way, and it has been supposed that 
the practice had become extinct. A 
few years ago, however, n New Eng- 
land lawyer, returned from Bolivia, 
gave the following account of a land 
sale within 100 miles of La Paz, the 
Bolivian capital: 

The American had climbed the An- 
des to a height of 1,400 feet, accom- 
panied by a native Bolivian who had 
ngreed to sell some mining property. 

The subprefect of the province and a 
notary went with them. The Indians 
living on the route were called out 
as the party passed along, until finally 
the complete company numbered about 
800 


When the party reached Its destina- 
tion the prefect called the assembly 
to order, declared what was to be 
done, and the notary wrote it down. 
The seller then tore up dirt and 
grass with his hands and handed it 
to the buyer, who at once began to 
run wildly about the land, turn somer- 
assaults and cut up all manner of 
funny capers. 

This, the notary told the party, was 
to convince the native Indians that the 
purchaser had actually taken legal 
possession of the land, and he further 
stated that the Indians and their de 
scendants would defend the newcoin- 
er’s title against any and all intruders 
until he or his heirs should see fit to 
transfer the possession of the land 
to still others in a similar manner.— 
Boston Yost.

Considering that the Supreme Creator 
has not behaved well in this province, as 
in the whole of last year only one shower 
of rain fell; that in this summer, not- 
withstanding all the processions, prayers 
and praises, it has not rained at all, and 
consequently the crops of Castanas, on 
which depend the prosperity of the whole 
department, are entirely ruined, it is de- 
creed— 

Article I. If within the peremptory pe- 
riod of eight days from the date of this 
decree rain does not fall abundantly no 
one will go to mass or say prayers. 

Article II. If the drought continues 
elght days more, the churches and chap- 
els shall be burned, and missals, rosaries 
and other objects of devotion will be de- 
stroyed, 

Article III. If, finally, in a third period 
of eight days it shall not rain, all the 
priests, friars, nuns and saints, male and 
female, rhall be beheaded. And for the 
present permission ts given for the com- 
mission of all sorts of sin tn order that 
the Supre:ne Creator may understand with 
whom he has to deal.
